Perhaps our measxires 
had some effect in causing this reduction. ' In view of 
King's current annotincements Indicating he will hold a ‘ 
caxBp'ln at Washington, D. C. , across from the White House, 
it is felt the President would be extremely Interested .t 
in the source of these .new funds being made available 
to SCLC.
